Time M-IIS w'ben 
tho heavers rceinc-d likely to vanish, 
and the stale tonk thom under Its pro- 
tection; now the danger seems, to be 
that Ihey nre FO well protected that 
they will eventually "oome back" In 
numbers out of proportion to the 
nornml i^opulatlon of beavers when 
tho Arllrondacks were subject lo the 
co'ndltlons of life In a wild country.

court of aldermen; then he must have 
served the otllce of sheriff, to which 
position he has to he elected by the 
liverymen, and' afterward 
approved 


by the sovereign. 


Then, and not till then, Is he eligible 


to ask the liverymen to elect him as 
lord mayor; the court of aldermen aft- 
erward again having the power to re- 
fuse him, the approval of the sovereign 
being also again necessary before he 
can take office.

One 
week 
from 
next Tuesday 


comes the shower of ballots that Is 
to elect the next President of the 
United, States. The people vote on 
that div, rot for President and Vice 
President direct, but for men and 
•women known • as Presidential elec- j 
tors, the number in each State equal , 
to the number of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives that State has in Con- 
gress. 
These electors will meet In 


their own States on the second Mon- 
<iay of January next and cast their 
votes for President and Vice Presi- 
dent. These votes-will be "sealed up 
and sent to Washington, where on' 
the second Wednesday of February' 
they will be opened in the presence 
of a joint assembly of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, and the 
result officially declared^ when .the 
President and Vice President will be 


\ officially declared elected. The origi- 


nal intent of the framers of the Con- 
stitution was that electors should be 
chosen without regard to the candi- 
dates 
for whom they would vote. 


They were supposed to get together 
and use their own judgment as to 
•the'best men, but on the third elec- 
tion of President, in 1796, this prac- 
tice was discarded, and no elector 
since that time has voted contrary fo 
the wishes of the party that elected 
him. This arrangement of Presiden- 
tial electors is a good one, and it Is

Rafts Protect Hlver Banks. 


One of the latest developments In 


river bank protection Is that of flexi- 
ble rafts anchored In position but free 
to give with the'rise find fall of the 
water which Is now being tried on the 
east bank of the SUssonrl river near 
Folsom, la. 


The rafts arc built of logs and nre 


not only strong and durable, but es- 
ceedlngly flexible In every direction. 
The handling of the rafts was simpli- 
fied by building them on barges which 
"were.towed to the location desired, 
where the rafts were made f^st by 
cables running from, the centers and 
Joints to anchor piles, each pile hold- 
ing two sections and the barges pulled 
'out front under them, old boiler fines 
threaded on light cables being used 
as rollers. Reinforced concrete plies 
were ased for anchors. It Is expected 
that these rafts will take the place 
or at least render more permanent 
the far more expensive Installations 
of mattresses, strong dykes and other 
forme of revelmcnts.

Farmers 
Should 
Familiarize Them- 


selves With Uses for Which Timber 
Is Adapted. 


such mistakes, owners of farm wood- 
and should 
familiarize 
themselves 


wllh Ihe uses 'for which (ench kind of 
timber Is best adapted. 


Timber that Is cut In Ihe Inte spring 


and summer months should he handled 
with syeclal care to avoid Injury, be- 
cause, freshly cut wood Is then more 
likely to be attacked by Insects nnd. 
fungi'than during the colder months. 
Seasoning proceeds more rapidly dur- 
ing Hie warmer season and max cause 
excessive checking, which Is not benefl- 
clnl to the timber. If rightly bundled, 
posts, poles nnd Iocs may he cut at any 
season without their durability being 
nffecl.Ml. 
In no case should wood bfr 


allowed to lie In direct contact with 
(be ground. The opportunity for In- 
sect attack and decay cnn be reduced 
lo n miijijmini by peeling the timbers 
and open-piling them off Ihe ground In 
n shnded but dry place. This, how- 
ever, does not retard checking of the 
wood.

Logs are sometimes stored under 


water, In the hot season, to prevent 
blue stain, checking, Insect attack, and 
decay. 
Painting the ends of logs with 


n yellow ochre or baru paint will,very 
materially retard injury by end check-
